Fifth Loan Oct. 

18; Require 

$ 1 , 200 , 000,000 

Ottawa, Sept. 7—The Fifth 
Victory Loan campaign will open 
Oct. 18 with a minimum cash ob¬ 
jective of $1,200,000,000—the lar¬ 
gest ever set for any Victory 
Loan—it was announced Tuesday. 

The objective in the Fourth 
Victory Loan last spring was $1, 
100,000,000 and, like all previous 
war loans, it was heavily over¬ 
subscribed. 

Besides the cash objective of 
$1,200,000,000, holders of Domin¬ 
ion of Canada five percent bonds 
and Dominion of Canada four per¬ 
cent bonds due Oct. IB, 1945, and 
called for payment next Oct. 15 
will be given an opportunity to 
convert their holdings of these 
issues into Fifth Victory Loan 
bonds. 

But these conversions will not 
be applied against national and 
local cash objectives, since the 
$1,200,000,000 figure is for “new” 
money only. 

The minimum cash objective 
will Ibe divided as follows: $525, 
000,000 from individuals, and 
$675,000,000 from “special names" 
which comprise business firms 
and corporations for the most 
part. 

ILSLEY’S STATEMENT 

In announcing the new cam¬ 
paign for funds to carry on the 
war, Finance Minister Ilsley said: 

“While the objective is the lar¬ 
gest ever set for any Victory 
Loan, I am confident that it is 
well within the capacity of the 
Canadian people to achieve this 
goal. 

“The increase in the objective 
for the Fifth Victory Loan indi¬ 
cates the need to obtain a max¬ 
imum possible investment from 
all Canadians. 

“Although recent war news 
has been extremely favorable I 
am sure that Canadians know 
that a severe and costly struggle 
is ahead. Our fighting forces are 
at full grips with the enemy and 
I am confident that Canadians at 
home will lend then- full support 
Iby the purchase of Canada’s Fifth 
Victory Loan bonds.” 

Alberta's Share 
$ 37 , 000 , 000 ^ 

Calgary, Sept. 7—F. E. Oslborne 
chairman of the National War 
Finance committee for Alberta, 
issued the following statement on 
the Fifth Victory Loan: 

“The announcement by the 
minister of finance, Hon. J. L. 
Ilsley, of the amount and date 
of the Fifth Victory loan serves 
to emphasize to civilians on the 
home front, the positive part they 
are called upon to play in our 
country’s accelerated war pro¬ 
gram. Twelve hundred million 
dollars as asked for by the min¬ 
ister as the minimum amount re¬ 
quired means that Albertans are 
being asked to subscribe thirty 
seven million dollars, four million 
more than the objective of the 
Fourth Victory Loan, but two 
million dollars less than we in¬ 
vested in that loan. 

“I doubt if we as a pro¬ 
vince will be satisfied with an 
achievement less than forty mil¬ 
lion dollars which should should 
become our unofficial objective. 
The official slogan will be “Speed 
to Victory,” and investors 
(please note that word, for sub¬ 
scriptions are definitely not a 
gift) will surely be doing just 
that, since the volume of replace¬ 
ments of personnel and mater¬ 
ial is contingent upon the money 
which we as loyal citizens of 
Canada place at the disposal of 
our national government.

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Excitement Reigns Over Town 
When News of Italy’s Capitulation 
Received; Bells Ring, Whistles Blow 


“Should Be a Radio in Every 
Store” Stated Only Lady When 
Commenting On News; Saving 
of Many Lives Uppermost in 
People’s Minds. 

A wave of excitement reigned 
over Coleamn Wednesday morning 
when the first news flashes reveal¬ 
ed the unconditional surrender of 
Italy to the Allied Nations. It 
became the subject of conversation 
among small groups of people on 
the street and in the stores. Smil¬ 
ing faces told of the delight with 
which the news was being received. 
One overjoyed lady who seemingly 
wanted the radio flashes wherever 
she went on main street, declared 
that “there should be a radio in 
every store." 

The local citizens seemed to be 
greatly relieved that thousands of 
young lives had been saved by 
Italy’s capitulation. The fact that 
the Allies may secure the Italian 


fleet, air bases, etc., was second 
in importance to the fact that 
many Allied soldiers’ lives would 
be saved. 

Many were of the opinion that 
since Italy was removed from the 
list of aggressors Hitler would be 
hard pressed to police the entire 
European continent and Still main¬ 
tain strong fighting forces in Rus¬ 
sia and invasion points on the west¬ 
ern front. According to our local 
war experts the Balkans with their 
strong guerilla forces would prove 
the second weakest link in the 
Axis’ chain. 

Italy’s fall was good news to all 
and led to much speculation. 

Upon the stroke of 5 p.m. Wed¬ 
nesday, church bells, the fire bell 
and mine whistles were sent intq 
action to celebrate the downfall of 
Italy. It was a milestone in the 
progress of this world conflict and 
one worthy of being hailed with 
delight.

BRIT1SH NAVAL AIR GUNNERS AT HQ STATION 
WAIT CALL TO ACTION 



The British Royal Naval Air Station, “HMS Sparrowhawk,” is the 
HQ of the biggest existing squadron to which catapult aircraft in 
British warships belong. These are mostly Walrus seaplanes, but the 
naval airmen must be familiar with a dozen other varieties—Skuas, 
Rocs, Fulmars and Swordfish. Many Swordfish torpedo attacks have 
been launched against enemy ships, by RNVR’s, usually about 22 years 
of age, who, however, are often veterans of many a daring attack on 
enemy craft. There is a constant flow of aircraft to and from the ‘ship.’ 
Here the Fleet ships receive their aerial replacements, send their air¬ 
craft for repair, and exchange personnel. Picture show’s air gunners 
seated on the nos^ of a “Walrus” aircraft.

where crowded and undesirable housing conditions have presented increas¬ 
ingly difficult problems. Engineers and scientists have been studying this 
situation, and already in some places on this continent pre-fabricated 
homes, made from the newest types of materials, including plastics, ply¬ 
wood, fire-resistant wood, and synthqfci^ finishes of lasting durability are 
being produced. It is said that stainless steel may be the roofing of the 
future and that lightning may be governed by electric "eyes”, sensitive 
to outside variations in daylight, and that air conditioning will be im¬ 
proved in many ways. These new homes will be inexpensive according to 
present standards, and they will be moveable. These are only a few of the 
material improvements which man may enjoy after the war, and many 
other inventions and discoveries, developed for use in combat, will be 
turned to peacetime uses in the world of tomorrow.

IMMUNIZATION WEEK

National Immunization Week, dur¬ 
ing which Canadian parents will be 
urged to avail themselves of meas¬ 
ures to protect their children against 
dangerous communicable diseases, 
will be held November 14 to 20, The 
Health League of Canada has an¬ 
nounced. The nation-wide health edu¬ 
cation effort is being sponsored by 
the Health League, in co-operation 
with the provincial departments of 
public health. 

Attention will be directed specially 
to the importance of immunizing 
children for diphtheria, smallpox and 
whooping cough, which continue to 
take a needless and preventable toll 
of child life and health in Canada. 
In at least two of the provinces pre¬ 
ventive measures for scarlet fever 
also will be emphasized. 

National Immunization Week will 
be a development from National 
Toxoid Week, held last year, when 
immunization for diphtheria alone 
was urged. There were almost 3,000 
cases of diphtheria in Canada last 
year, and while mortality from the 
disease has been reduced with the 
use of anti-toxin, many children re¬ 
cover with complications, such as 
heart damage, the league points out. 

Public health authorities fear that 
If a large proportion of the grow¬ 
ing generation of children are not 
vaccinated, an epidemic might spread 
rapidly, with disastrous results. Can¬ 
ada's present freedom from the dis¬ 
ease is no justification for relaxing 
vigilance it has been stressed. 

Whooping cough is an important 
cause of child death’ and ill-health, 
which is not sufficiently appreciated, 
the league said. 

Canadian parents will be warned 
to have immunization done by their 
family physiciahs or local health de¬ 
partments. The only reason why 
these communicable diseases do not 
cause widespread suffering on the 
scale of past experience is that 
prudent parents have protected their 
children against them, the league 
stated.

FLOOR PRICE ON ALL CATTLE 


'WINNIPEG.—The federal govern¬ 
ment has been asked to establish 
floor prices on all classes of cattle 
and to provide an organization to 
purchase surplus cattle for export 
to the United States in order to 
eliminate a threatened crisis In the 
livestock marketing this fall. 

Resolutions urging these meas¬ 
ures Vvere placed before the govern¬ 
ment in Ottawa by Walter C. Thom¬ 
son, K.C., of Toronto, representing 
western livestock producers, ship¬ 
pers and dealers. Mr. Thomson is 
counsel for the Canadian Livestock 
Sales A fancies Limited. 

The texts of the resolutions were 
adopted at a meeting of livestock 
men here, recommended: 

That floor prices be established on 
all classes of cattle for the duration 
of the war and two years there¬ 
after; 

That when and at such times as 
the bid falls below the floor prices, 
the government shall purchase all 
surplus cattle remaining upon the 
market at floor prices, in a similar ( 
manner to the operation of the food' 
corporation during the period July 1 
to Aug. 18, 1942; 

That the government release suf¬ 
ficient skilled labor from any avail¬ 
able source to relieve the present 
very acute shortage of workers in the 
packing industry, and 

That the government extend finan¬ 
cial assistance to enable the feeder 
to purchase cattle for feeder pur- 


WOMAN MEMBER 

Australia Will Have At Least One 
And Maybe More 
SYDNEY, Australia.—Excitement 
of the Australian federal election is 
almost over. The final results are 
not yet known but there is one fea¬ 
ture already established that the 
commonwealth has never known be¬ 
fore. There is certain to be at least 
one woman in parliament for the 
first time and there may be three or 
four. 

In all, 23 women were candidates 
for the house of representatives or 
the senate. The one certain to go 
to the parliament house at Canberra 
is Dorothy Tangney, a teacher in 
western Australia. She will be a 
member of the Labor team her state 
is sending to the senate. 


FINE ACHIEVEMENT 

German Reconnaissance Plane Was 
Destroyed Over Britain 
LONDON.—An anti-aircraft bat¬ 
tery of three male gunners and three 
women brought down what is believed 
to be the first ME-109 reconnaissance 
plane destroyed over Britain. And 
they got it with a direct hit at 36,000 
feet, officially described as "a re¬ 
markable achievement at such a 
terrific height.”

The livestock men fear that unless 
government action is taken there will 
be a glut of cattle on western mar¬ 
kets this autumn.

It has been indicated eastern feed¬ 
ers’ purchases of western stocker 
cattle will be 40 per cent, less than 
in normal years because of poor 
coarse grains crop in Ontario. 

While the suggestions are being 
considered, officials said that in effect 
a price floor already exists. Whole¬ 
sale meat prices are set by order 
and these prices are reflected in 
live cattle values. 


HARVEST HELP 

Ontario Farmers Journey West In 
Substantial Numbers 
TORONTO.—Selective service offici¬ 
als said that Ontario farmers are vol¬ 
unteering in substantial numbers to 
journey west and repay the 700-odd 
men from western Canada-who came 
east earlier in the season to help 
harvest crops. W. M. Cockburn, of 
Newmarket, York county agricul¬ 
tural representative, said the west¬ 
erners had helped save the day on 
many farms here. 

JOIN SOVIET TROOPS 

MOSCOW.—A Polish division which 
has undergone 10 weeks of training 
at a camp on the Oka river has de¬ 
parted for the Soviet-German front, 
the Russian army newspaper Red 
Star announced. This is “the first 
step on the path to the liberation of 
enslaved Poland; 4 ’ Red Star said. 


CANADA'S HUGE GRAIN RESERVE 
WILL RE NEEDED FOR EXPECTED 
DEMAND FOR FEED GRAIN STOCKS 


OTTAWA.—The agricultural sup¬ 
plies board, in a recent statement, 
served warning that Canada's im¬ 
mense grain stocks “probably will 
be none too great for safety in view 
of the anticipated need for animal 
and poultry feeds on this continent.” 

In a detailed survey of the feed 
situation, the board said it is vitally 
important that eastern Canadian 
farmers who expect to need grain 
for feeding purposes should not only 
place orders early but also be pre¬ 
pared to accept whatever kind of 
grain they can get—whether it be 
wheat, oats or barley—when they can 
get it. 

The statement reviewed trans¬ 
portation difficulties and the im¬ 
mense demand for feed-grain stocks. 
It warned that protein feed ingred¬ 
ients definitely will be short. 

Canadian feeders, while having' 
the bulk of flour mill by-products re¬ 
served for, them, cannot count on 
getting all the millfeeds they want 
and should use ground grains in 
their livestock rations when wheat 
millfeeds are not available in de¬ 
sired quantities, the board said. 

One favorable factor in the feed 
situation, however, was the abund¬ 
ant supply of grass in eastern Can¬ 
ada, since a good grazing fall would 
ease the feed situation. 

An immense demand for Canadian 
food products, both at home and 
from other United Nations, had 
brought agriculture into the classi¬ 
fication of “war industries”. 

"Basis, to the production of these 
needed supplies of animal and poul¬ 
try products is the whole problem 
of adequate supplies of feed,” said 
the board. 

Fodder supplies for the coming 
season wa™ adequate in most parts 


of Canada. Another asset of "im¬ 
mense value” was the ample supply 
of feed grains in western Canada. 

“Immense as this store of feed 
grains promises to be, however, it 
will probably be none too great for 
safety in view of the anticipated need 
for animal and poultry feeds on this 
continent during the coming feed¬ 
ing season; 

“The tremendous growth of the 
livestock and poultry industries in 
the prairie provinces themselves will 
call for the feeding on farms in the 
west of much larger quantities of 
wheat and coarse grains than have 
been fed in the past. 

“Short grain crops in eastern Can¬ 
ada, particularly in Ontario and many 
parts of Quebec, coincident with, in¬ 
creasing numbers of livestock and 
poultry, necessitate the movement 
east of western grains on a scale 
never before attempted in the history 
of this country, while British Colum¬ 
bia again will require some grains 
from the prairie provinces to sup¬ 
plement home-grown supplies. 

“Finally, the United States, fac¬ 
ing a problem of basic feed short¬ 
ages, is likewise looking to our Cana¬ 
dian west for as much grain as can 
be exported after our Canadian feed 
needs have been satisfied.” 

The statement described plans 
already announced to provide finan¬ 
cial assistance in the movement of 
grain eastward, and reviewed steps 
taken to facilitate the physical 
movement. ; -—

age early shipment of coarse grains, 
Aind additional labor had been pro¬ 
vided at the head of the lakes to 
facilitate handling of grain cars.

SPEARHEAD OF INVASION INTO 
SOUTHERN ITALYWELLEQUIPPED 
WITH MUNITIONS AND FIGHTERS 


(By The Canadian Press) 

The invasion spearhead ramming 
into southern Italy is forged with 
planes, tanks, ships and tough, battle- 
seasoned men 500,000 to 1,000,000 
strong. 

Their invasion spring board is one 
wrested from the enemy in one of 
the brilliant victories of the war, 
climaxed by a triumph in Tunisia 
that bled the enemy of ground and 
air strength. 

In North Africa at the end of the 
Tunisian campaign, the Allies had 
at least 500,000 men—British and 
American — and thousands more 
Frenchmen rapidly being trained and 
equipped with the most modem 
armaments of war. 

Among the forces at Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s disposal are harden¬ 
ed, battle-tested and victory-con¬ 
fident units: The British 8th and 1st 
armies; the United States 7th army 
corps, the Canadian 1st division and 
the Fighting French. 

These were the men who pushed 
the Axis out of Africa, who met and 
bested some of the finest German 
troops and shattered—in all the 
African warfare—36 divisions of 
enemy troops. 

In reserve during the Tunisian 
warfare, and now possibly destined 
to carry much of the weight of the 
assault after the first toeholds are 
won by veteran troops, is the Ameri¬ 
can 5th Army. 

Activities, strength, and disposi¬ 
tion of this army have been secrets 
! jealously-kept, but it is known that 
j the army was stationed in Morocco. 

Convoy after convoy going from 
Britain and the United States to 
Africa brought armaments and prob¬ 
ably troops to reinforce this army. 

In Tunisia the Allies learned the 
vital lesson of fighting together in 
perfect co-ordination. Hundreds of 
thousands of troops gained battle- 
front experience. Armored units, 
airplanes and artillery were used in 
concert, supply services peformed 


| prodigie s feats and increased their 
j efficiency. 

At the battle's end, the Allies had 
nearly 500,000 trained experienced 
men, and had accounted for 324,000 
Axis troops—30,000 killed, 27,000 
wounded and 267,000 captured, all 
this in Tunisia alone. The prisoners 
included 27 Axis generals, headed by 
Col.-Gen. Jurgen von Arnim. The 
Axis had lost 1,700 planes. Three of 
j Germany's best armored divisions 
had been destroyed, and so, too, in 
[ the long campaigns of Africa, had 
I every Italian armored division that 
i ever existed. 

j After, the clean-up, the Allied 
| troops ’rested and re-grouped and 
| trained for the assault across the sea. 

Britain and the United States re¬ 
armed the French, and in May five 
divisions—two armored and three in- 
j fantry—were being armed in addition 
j to a tank battalion, tank destroyer 
j battalion, anti-aircraft battalion, and 
j parachute regiment. 

The French were to have an army 
j of at least 11 divisions, men eager 
for revenge upon the Nazis. On 
; May 26 it was announced that Gen. 
j Henri Giraud’s military forces In 
French Africa had received military 
supplies valued at $60,000,000 from 
the United States in April, bringing 
the total to date to $75,000,000. 

The Allied troops in the final phase 
of the Tunisian drive numbered 17 
divisions, commanded by Gen. Sir 
Harold Alexander, deputy commander 
in chief in charge of ground forces 
under Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Besides four American divisions, the 
17 included three infantry divisions 
and an armored division of the Bri¬ 
tish 1st Army, and eight divisions 
of Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s 
brilliant 8th Army which drove up 
from the south in Tunisia after chas- 
j ing Field Marshal Erwin Rommel 
j across and out of Africa.

Force Recruits 
Is Now Urgent 

OTTAWA. — Developments during 
the next few months, on the battle 
fronts and elsewhere, may largely 
determine the pattern for recruiting 
into the Canadian armed forces for 
the balance of the war. 

While the army’s need for men 
may be revised downward in the 
future, the needs of the air force, 
now urgent, are expected to continue 
unabated until the end of the war. 

The R.C.A.F. In common with the 
army and navy, experienced a boom 
in recruiting recently following the 
lowering of the compulsory call-up 
age to 18. The boom in air force 
recruiting for a couple of weeks was 
such that some recruiting centres 
had difficulty keeping up with the 
applicants, but it has slackened off 
somewhat. 

So far, however, the intake has 
not been sufficient to fill the short¬ 
age of aircrew in training schools, 
particularly marked in Ontario and 
in the Montreal and Vancouver areas 
but not so noticeable In the Mari¬ 
time provinces or on the prairies. 

The navy is the only one of the 
three, services which has not yet had 
a recruiting problem. Naval officers 
anticipate they may have to think 
about one soon.

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NOTES AND COMMENTS 

First Clean Break of The Axis 

The Allied world heard with delight on Wednesday 
morning the news of the unconditional surrender of 
Italy, thus marking the first clean break of the once 
powerful Axis ranks. The Armistice between the 
Allies and Italy was signed on Sept. 3 and provides 
the answer to the questions asked regarding the 8th 
army’s slow progress in Italy and Prime Minister 
Churchill’s belated stay in Washington. 

The Allies bid fair to get the Italian navy, which 
is still of formidable strength, to aid them in patrol¬ 
ling the Mediterranean and supplying Allied troops 
on the European mainland. It will also allow Britain 
to release some of her warships to aid in the Pacific 
war. Italian air fields will now be used by the Allies 
and the Italian coastal waters will no longer provide 
supply bases for the U-boats. The fact that the Al¬ 
lies Will have to import many thousands of tons of 
food to feed the Italian populace is far outweighed 
by the advantages gained and above all that many 
thousands of young Allied soldiers’ lives have been 
saved.
